1,415-pound piggy back spaceship 
which was detached on command from earth 
and sent on an interplanetary flight to Venus 
with a Soviet flag in its nose on Sunday. 


Apart from the moon, the 
planet Venus is the nearest to 
earth. It can appreach to with- 
in 25 millon miles ‘in its orbit 
round the sun, while Mars is al- 
ways more thin 34 million miles 
away. 

Venus—the “evening star” — 
is currently on one of. ils closest 
tppreaches to the earth. 

It is closer to the sun than the 
earth and at its most brilliant 
it Is far superior to any object 
in the sky except the sun and 
mocn. 


The question of whether there 
is life there hes long perplexed 
scientists. Many astronomers 
believe that the planet is a het 
dusty desert without a scrap of 
molslure. Other views are that 
the “entire surface” is 
with water, or that St 1s covered 
in lee. 


Tho only relatively definite in- 


formation has come from inves- 


tigations of the almosphere sur- 
rounding the planet. 


Failed 


These investigations have so 
far failed to detect water va- 
pour or free oxygen but have 
shown that the atmosphere 
round the planet is extremely 
rich In carbon dioxide gas. 


This gives welght to the 
“greenhouse” theory with the 
sun’s heat blanketed in so that 
the surface temperature of the 
planet would be very high. 

This would also indicate that 


‘planet life could not be abun- 


dant. In fact there is no proof 
that plants exist at all. 

Also the present evidence 
Indicates that men could not 
exist on Venus and animal life 
in any form would appear out 
ef the question. 


Generally it is felt that 
Venus is a world where life 
has not developed though there 
is always the chance that if the 
water theory js correct the 
oceans of Venus might contain 
primltive creatures of the sort 
which flourished in the carth’s 
ewn seas more than 500 million 
yenrs ago, 


Long time 


The advantags of firing the 
Venus probe from an orbiting 
satellite instead of direct from 
earth comes In the nature of the 


‘power drive that can be uscd. 


To fire a heavy object from 
earth requires a vast Initial 
power surge to counteract the 
effect of gravity. Because the 
fucl used is itself part of the 
load to de ralsed, this has to be 
a shortlived burst of terrific 
power. 

But to direct an object.on a 
journcy away from a bedy al- 
ready in orbit, and therefore 
free from-pravity, only o re- 
latively small . mount of power 
1s needed, Thus an object fired 
from ao satellite can be given a 
gradual, and correspondingly 
longer lived, powcr surge. 

This ability fo remain under 
power for a long time, even if at 
a low rate of acceleration, Is 
particularly valuable for chang- 
Ing course and chrng!ng specd. 
. On long journeys a continuous 
small inerease in acceleration 
can produce a greater final speed 
than ao sharp but brief initlal 
surge.—-UPFI & Reuter.

sures, 


But some holes have begun to 
nppeur in the carefully thougat 
out structures of policies to figat 
the domestic recession on one 
hand and those designed to ini- 
prove the balance of payment. 
The most scrious flaw, cconom- 
Ists thought, was where these 
two plans conflict with each 
other, notably jn the matter of 
interest rates. 


In his economic message tO

A shortage of 
traditional 
foodstuffs for 
the New Year 


Singapore (By Airmail). 
The Chinese New Year is practically upon us and 
this year will be noted for shortages of various 
“must” foodstuffs in Singapore and Malaya, 
while some foodstuffs will not be available 


at all: 


Most of the Chinese de- 
licceles come from Communist 
Chinn and because of crop 
failures there, shipments to 
Mulsya have deen curtailed. 
But the shortagea have been 
offset somewhat by shipments 
of the traditionat cats for the 
Chinese New Year from Tal- 
wan. 


The arrival of -30,000 cases of 
oranges and 10,000 crates of 
vegetables from Taiwan last 
week pushed the price of these 
scarce commoditics down. The 
goods that are coming from 
China are being sold below, lust 
year’s price but there is not 
enough of it to go atound and 
it ks expocted as Chinese Now 
Year's Eve approaches the 
“must” products will all but 
disuppear from the market. 


Fresh olive, supposed by 
tradition to promote harmony, 
will be compictely absent from 
the ut-bits tray in Chinese 
homes here this year. 


Not one olive has been avail- 
able from China this year be- 
cause of crop failures. : 


LEAN TIMES 


Another thing of note this 
year {ts the diminished pur- 
chasing power of the public, 


Gold ornaments and jewellery. 


buying hes been going througa 
Jean tmes this year and there 
hos not been the usual pre- 
Chinese New Year rush at 
wordsmith shops, 

In Singapore at least, the 
Year of -the Ox will be less 
noisy than previous years. 

Tne Government has slashed 
the import quota of flrecrackers 
trom 40,000 pounds last year 
to only 22,000 pounds this year. 

A Customs spokesman -said 
the cut in the quota was to 
prevent the people from 
‘wastng too much money” on 
firecrackers and to put a curb 
on too noisy celebrations. 

Already this. year the Cus- 
‘toms has seized two large ship- 
ments of crackers being brought 
into SlIngapore in cases marked 
“Preserved Food” from Hong- 
kong. 

It is understood that the last 
shipment of 448 ceses valued ‘at 
$180,000 was destined to be 
smuggled into the Federation 
where the import of crackers 
is prohibited. 

The Federation Customs has 
already selzod over a half a 
dozen sampans which were try- 
ing .to smuggle crackers into 
the Federation from Singapore. 

One sidolight of the Chinese 
New .Year celebration {s the 
mysterious shortage of coins In 
the Federation. 

The shortage came to Ught 
when a number of Chinese 
banks mrde their usual request 
{o government treasuries for 
colns this year, .

Malcuzynski to present it 
adequately. ‘ 

One thing, of course, marred 
ithe performance of this work, 
a confounded squcaking pedal 
in the plano. The pianist 
having completed the first 6 
Lars to a descant of squcaks, 
wnhlked off the stage, ang the 
audlence was kept waiting for 
a Weminite perload aunag 
which efforts = (presumably) 
were mude to cradicate the 
trouble. This proved ineffcc- 
tive, ardi Malcuzynski returned 
and ployed the work right 
through, obviously doing his 
best to minimise the effect of 
the dreudful pedal noise. 

Artists of his calibre deserve 
betler treatment than this, 
when they visit Hongkong, una
